This listing of claims will replace all prior versions and listings of claims in the 
application: 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended) A warp knitted narrow width tape for a slide 
fastene r, hav i ng narrow w i dth comprising: ^a^4 

a plurality of mu l tipl e wales extended in parallel m along a length direction 
of the tape , wherein the wales are divided into 

a first group of the wales having at least two of the wales, the first 
group of wales being associated with a fastener element attaching portion of the tape 
disposed along a side edge of the tape and extending in a width direction, and 

a remaining group of the wales being associated with a tape main 
body adjacent to the fastener element attaching portion of the tape: 

one or more first knitting yarns disposed across adjoining wales in the first 
group of wales: 

a second knitting yarn on each of the wales in the first group of wales, the 
second knitting yarn and the one or more first knitting yarns being entangled: and 

one or more other knitting yarns composing the warp knitted tape 
associated with the tape main body: 

wherein among kn i tting yarns form i ng st i tchos of a factonor o l omont 
attaching portion compos e d of mu l t i p l o wa l os, a dry heat shrinkage ratio of the one or 
more first knitting yarns disposod across adjo i n i ng wa l os such that thoy at l e ast 
©ntanglo w i th anothor knitt i ng yarn on tho walos in tho fastenor olomont attaching 
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softioft and the second knitting yarn is set lower than a dry heat shrinkage ratio of the 

one or more other knitting yarns composing the warp knitted tape. 

Claim 2 (Currently Amended) The warp knitted tape for the slide fastener 
according to claim 1 , wherein the dry heat shrinkage ratio of the one or more first 
knitting yarns d i spos e d across on e or mor e adjoin i ng wa le s such that th e y e ntang le on 
the wa l es i n th e fast e n e r e l e m e nt attach i ng portion is 4 to 10% while the dry heat 
shrinkage ratio of the one or more other knitting yarns which compose st i tchos i n th e 
warp knitt e d tap e is 10 to 20%. 

Claim 3 (Currently amended) The warp knitted tape for the slide fastener 
according to claim 1 G\am-2, wherein the dry heat shrinkage ratio of the one or more 
first knitting yarns dispos e d across one or mor e wa le s such that th e y e ntangl e w i th a 
wa le most adjac e nt to th e fast e n e r ele m e nt attach i ng port i on is 4 to 1 0%. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended) The warp knitted tape for the slide fastener 
according to claim 1 or 2, wherein a width of a groove between the one wale in the 
remaining group of the wales tap e ma i n body that is most adjacent to the fastener 
element attaching portion and the another wale in the remaining group of the wales tape 
main body that is adjacent to that the one wale is 0.8 to 1 .5 mm. 

Claim 5 (Currently Amended) The warp knitted tape for the slide fastener 
according to claim 1 or 3, wherein the one or more first knitting yarns disposed across 
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two or mor e adjoining wales s uch that thoy ontang le w i th r e sp e ctiv e wa le s in th e 

factonor olomont attach i ng port i on and tho tapo main body and a the second knitting 

yarn dispos e d i n a zigzag conf i gurat i on along th e r e spect i ve warp wal e s d i spos e d on 

tho factonor olomont attaching portion are composed of multiple filaments having a 

single fiber size of 1 .5 to 4.0 dTex while all the one or more other knitting yarns are 

composed of multiple filaments having a single fiber size of 0.5 to 1 .5 dTex. 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended) The warp knitted tape for the slide fastener 
according to claim 1 , wherein all the one or more other knitting yarns compos i ng at le ast 
th e tap e main body are bulky processed yarns.
